The members of this délegation accept the abo- 
litiomof slavery, but declare that it is really the 
slave owners who ‘have secured freedom by get- 
ting rid of their slaves.’ They express a deter- 
mination to be loyal to'the Union in future, own 
they have failed in theif great undertaking, think 
they were right in resigting, but admit they may 
have erred, 
\ New Yors. June 23, The Washington special 
dispatch to the Tribune says, a member of the 
Alabama delegation naw here brings intellegance 
from that State that mpst of the Union citizens 
are unarmed while the febels are left well supplied 
with arms used formerly by them in the army. 
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He was present at the surrender of the rebel 
Roddy’s command and states that ont of 20.000 
men but 8.000 delivered up their arms,accounting 
for thie balance as lost, whereas they had been 
hidden only to be afterwards reclaimed by the 
rebels. Members of the S. U. Delegation visited 
Gen, Howard this evening, and bad a pleasant 
interview. They stated to the General that they 
had labored long and earnestly for the perpetaa- 
tion of slavery, but now that the war had effect- 
vally abolished it they were willing to employ’ 
their former slaves at fair compensation, and 
would. hereafter cheerfally act in conjunction 
with the bureau in promoting the interésts of 
freedmen in the state.

establishment, which adjoined the burning buildings, 
and to prevent its communicating with the large block 
of buildings on the west and tothe wharf buildings &c. 
on the east. In this they succeeded so well that the 
fire was actually confined to the buildings in which it 
originated, and Messrs. Picht & Hoyt were afforded 
time to remove their entire stock. Mr. Dickinson was 
less fortunate, several cattle, a large lot of hay, together 
with @ great variety of aperatus and stuff being con- 
sumed with the buildings. It was feared at one time 
that the Pioneer Saloon and the block of buildings ad- 
jacent could not.be saved, as also the upper end of the 
wharf and shed; but through the almost superhuman 
exertions.of the Hyacks, nobly assisted by many citi- 
zens, the fire was happily prevented from spreading. 
The highest compliment we can pay the Hyacks is to 
state that although Picht & Hoyt’s store adjoined Dick- 
inson’s building, whieh were filled with hay and other 
combustable matter, it now stands almost iatact, a 
monument of the efficiency of the Fire men. From 10 
o'clock last night till/4 o'clock this morning, they 
worked as we never saw men work before, and there is 
no doubt that had it not been for their exertions fifty 
or sixty thousand dollars worth of property would now 
have been a smouldering heap of ashes. While the 
utmost credit is due to the Hyacks we could not but 
notice the valuable services rendered by the Chief In- 
spector of Police.—Probable loss $6,000.
